Coroner Expresses Belief Boy 


Wa. Victim Of Foul Play 


And Order* Inquest 


Hammonton. X. J . Nov. 21. — The 


body of little Billy l>dnse>, for whom 
a nation-wide search had been con- 
ducted Fince his disappearance from 
his home here several weeks ago, was 
found by a hunter in a swamp near 
this place late today. After viewing 
tne bodj-, Coroner Cunningham ex- 
ptessed the belief that the boy was the 
\ ictim • f foul play. 


The body was found on the edge of 


the Folsom swamp, about two miles 
from the Dansey home. It was nude, 
the coroner said, and this fact, he add- 
ed, is what led him to suspect foul 
play. 
Coroner Cunningham said the 


body was badly decomposed and it 
was impossible to tell without s more 
thorough examination whether there 
were any marks of violence. 


Farts of the lad's clothing have 


been found from time to time in dif- 
ferent sections of the neighborhood 
since his disappearance. 
Other ar- 


ticles of clothing wete founc' today 
near the body. 


An Inquest will be held, the coronet- 


said, at a date to be fixed later. 


The child disappeared on October 


8, and for weeks searching parties 
scoured the neighborhood for miles 
around. Many believed the boy had 
been kidnapped and supposed clues 
led officials to many sections of the 
country. 


The Dansey boy was about three 


years old and was the son ot Hercules 
Dansey, who came here from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., a year ago and purchased 
a small farm on. the outskirts of Ham- 
monton. 


The body of the child waa found by 


George Eckhsrdt of Hammonton. It 
was discovered at the edge of the 
swamp on dry lani and but a short 
distance from where ths^ water was 
three to five feet deep. _ The clothing 
found today was scattered within a 
radius of SO feet

Washington, Nov. 21. — Compro- 


mise efforts to ratif> the peace treaty 
>\eio thrown into the background to- 
day by developments strengthening 
the possibility that the whole contro- 
versy might be transferred to the po- 
litical arena for a decision

people in 1920. 


Senator Lodge, chairman of the for- 


eign relations committee and Repub- 
lican leader of the senate, declared iij 
a. statement there was "no room for 
further compromise," and urged that 
the reservations of the senate majority 
be carried into the campaign. 


Wilson's Stand Unknown. 


There was no formal expression to 


determine whether a like stand would 
be taken ultimately by President Wil- 
son and the administration senators, 
but it developed that the President's 
senate supporters had no definite as- 
surances as yet that he would reopen 
the subject for compromise by resub- 
mitiisg the treaty when the next ses- 
sion of congress begins Dec. 1. 


The declaration ot Senator Lodge 


reversed the position he and most oth- 
er Republican senators had taken to- 
ward injection of the treaty into poli- 
tics, and was accepted in congressional 
and official circles as clothed with an 
added significance by Mr. Lodge's con- 
ference with Will H. Hays, the Re- 
publican national chairman, just be- 
fore the unsuccessful fight Wednesday 
for ratification with the majority res- 
ervations included. 


The statement follows m part: 
"I have no special comment to 


make. The case is very simple. After 
four months of careful consideration 
and discussion, the reservations were 
presented to the senate. They were 
purely American in 
designed solely 
to 


thrtr character. 
Americanize the 


treaty and make it safe for the United 
States. 


. I** People Decide. 


"Under the President's orders, the 


followers of the administration in the 
senate voted down those reservations. 
It \\as also shown by a vote that there 
was a decisive majority against the 
-treaty with the reservations. 


"Those reservations as presented to 


the senate will stand. There is no 
room for further compromise between 
Americanism and the super-govern- 
ment presented by the league. All X 
ask now is that we may have the op- 
portunity to lay those reservations be- 
fore the- American people. To that 
great and final tribunal alone will I 
appeal. 


I wish to carry those reservations 


into the campaign. I wish the Am- 
erican people to read and study them. 
They are not like the covenant ot the 
league. 
They are simple. I do not 


see that there is one of them to which 
any American can object I want the 
people to see them, understand them,

Prince Is Host To 1,000 School

Roosevelt's Grave 


New York. Nov. 31. — The Prince 


of Wales laid & wreath on the grave 
of Theodore Roosevelt today and later 
presided over a function which would 
have had a particular appeal to the 
former President For one entire aft- 
ernoon, the young British heir was 
host to 1.000 school children on board 
the great battle cruiser Renown. At 
the Prince'* own request, the children 
were left free to wander at will f^ver 
the great warship and no restriction 
of any kind wa* placed upon them ex- 
cept where their safety was concerned. 


The Criac* had wished to visit 


Roosevelt** grave at Oyster Bay ac- 
companied only by hi* immediate per- 
sonal staff, but he found it wa* Im- 
possible to avoid tne enthusiastic 
crowds who have sprung up a* If by 
magic whenever he made his appear- 
ance in New y/ork. When he arrived 
at the little cemetery on the bay side, 
the roads in every direction were 
blocked with automobile* and many 
hundreds of pedestrians had trudged 
to the spot from the surrounding vil- 
lages. Some of the mere thoughtless 
started to cheer as the Prince left the 
cemetery, but the cheer was: quickly 
suppressed.

Washington, Xov. 21. — The valid- 


ity of the war-time prohibition law 
and the Volstead act for its enforce- 
ment was put squarely before thu su- 
preme court today with the closing of 
arguments attacking and defending 
both measures. 
Tl.ere was no int.- 


mation as to when an opinion mlglit 
be rendered, but owing to the impor- 
tance of the issue, early determination 
waa considered probable. 


After rendering opinions Monday, 


the court will recess until Dec. 8. so 
It is not likely the rases will be decid- 
ed before that time. National consti- 
tutional prohibition becomes effective 
January 16, and if an opinion is not 
rendered by that date, it would make 
no difference what the court decided, 
as the country then would have passed 
through the war-time prohibition per- 
iod. 


Root nays Prohibitionists 


The arguments today were confined 


entirely to the appeal by Jacob Rup- 
pert, a New York brewer, from dis- 
missal of proceeding* brought to pre- 
vent federal revenue officers from In- 
terfering with the manufacture of beer 
containing more than one-half ot one 
per cent alcohol. Elihu Root, counsel 
for Ruppert, charged prohibition ad- 
vocates in congress with taking ad- 
vantage of the "year ot grace" allowed 
by the constitutional amendment, and 
which he said came "very near" being 
a contract between congress and the 
states, and with having "heckled and 
harried" the liquor Interests while at- 
tempting to shove forward national 
prohibition a few months under the 
pretext of the war emergency. 
Mr. 


Root also deplored the granting of 
unlimited power to the federal gov- 
ernment. 


In atacking the validity of war-time 


prohibition, William D. Ctnthrle. ap- 
pearing also for Ruppert, asserted the 
"mere tact that com* American troop* 
were still abroad did not expand or 
increase the power* of congress" and 
that the act was obsolete, a-i demobil- 
isation had been completed and the 
war ended. 


Attempt to Change Standard. 


Mr. Guthrie declared congress in

94.3 Per Cent Have Found It 


Through the Instrumentality 


of the Bureau. 


Chicago.—From a report Jost Issued 


by the bureau for returning soldiers 
and mi I lorn and marines In this city 
It Is possible to j?et adequate Informa- 
tion concerning what has been done In 
behalf of those of our returned de- 
fenders who have sought employment 
and other aid. 


In the district of which Chicago 18 


the headquarters, the plan of the bu- 
reau for giving assistance to dis- 
charged service men was formed by 
MnJ. Oen. Leonard Wood, who acts as 
the chairman of the headquarters com 
mlttee, and who from the first has 
taken personal Interest in the work. 
the bureau was established last April 
and Its records today show that 43,345 
service men have registered at heat- 
quarters. Of this number 32,259 
for assistance in obtaining empl 
ment. At the present time the 
of the bureau (how that only 
men still remain on the "not 
list This means that 045 per cent of 
the men seeking employment have 
found it through the instrumentality 
of the bureau. 


Rumen Art Refuted. 


There have been rumors which some 


people have been busy In passing 
along to the effect that bureaus for 
aiding the soldiers and sailors to get 
re-established in civil life were not do- 
Ing adequate work. To a considerable 
extent this sort of thing, it is said, 
has been propaganda for no good pur- 
pose. So far as the district which has 
Chicago for Its headquarters is con- 
cerned, the attested records which 
show that 94,3 per cent of the appli- 
cants have found work, apeak for 
themselves. 


In the daily life of the bureau there 


la much to be found of human interest 
Of the 43,345 men who registered 
about 8,000 asked for assistance along 
lines other than that of employment 
They wanted to secure vocational 
training, to be given information con- 
cerning educational work, and In some 
cases there were requests for clothing 
and for temporary loans.

From the returned sol- 
diers and sailors one gets the after- 
the-war viewpoint The comments on 
the war and Its aftermath and the 
conclusions which the men have drawn 
show almost Invariably thoughtful 
consideration of the problems Involved.

Be- 
fore the Invention of the telegraph, IB 
the early part of last century, flying 
pigeons were used extensively for the 
conveyance of Intelligence to the 
newspapers or for financial dealings. 
When Paris was besieged In the Frnn- 
co-Pross'nn war there were a few hom- 
ing pigeons In the city. These were 
sent out by balloon and conveyed to 
Tours, then the seat of the French 
government and the headquarters ot 
the pigeon post. 
Letters to Paris 


were received even at the general post 
office ia London. Each was to con* 
slst of not more than twenty words, in- 
cluding the address and signature, and 
was to relate solely to private affairs, 
without reference to the war or to pol- 
ities. At Tours the letters were mico- 
photographed on thin films of collo- 
dion, so light that as mnnr as 30.000 
messnges could have been carried by 
a single pigeon.
